LONDON, November 29. — Startling revela- 
tions are expected next Monday, when the 
further hearing in the dynamite conspiracy 
will take place. Public anxiety is aroused, as 
the evidence clearly shows that there are still 
asection of desperate men in America pre- 
pared to aid and abet criminal attempts in 
England. The discovery that so large a quan- 
tity of dynamite as that found in the posses- 
sion of Oallan can be smuggled into the 
country also causes an uneasy feeling.

The French Communists and Socialists 
Threatening Trouble in Paris. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

ARIS, November 29.—The Communists and 
Socialists are not idle. The meetings which 
are held every night show a vast increase of 
strength. A feeling of uneasiness prevails 
throughout the Capital, and the quiet, con- 
servative people are getting thoroughly 
scared. Should either M. De Freycinet or M. 
Ferry be elected to succeed M. Grevy as 
President of the Republic, it is thought that 
there will be trouble. M. De Roulede, who has 
resumed the leading role in the Patriotic 
League, even goes so far as to threaten to turn 
the latter into a revolutionary society if ex- 
Premier Ferry, the man who showed the white 
feather in the Bonlanger-Ferry episode, and is 
mainly responsible forthe Long—King disas- 
ters, is elected President of the Republic. 
Otherwise, the situation remains about the 
same. Mr. Grevy’s message of resignation 
will be read by Premier Rouvier on Thursday 
to the Senate and to the Chamber of Deputies, 
which were vesterday adjourned until that 
date. On Friday both chambers assemble in a 
joint congress at Versailles to elect a succes- 
gor to M. Grevy. It is believed that M. De 
Freycinet and M. Ferry stand the best chances 
of being elected. Thetruth of the matter is 
that M. Grevy’s hand has been forced. 

OPPOSED TO FERRY. 

PARIS, November 19.—The Radical journals 
energetically oppose M. Ferry as a candidate 
for the Presidency, and accuse him of bribery 
and corruption in the administration of affairs 
in Tunis and Tonquin. M. Paul de Roulede, 
the leader of the Patriotic League, threatens 
to march tothe Palace of the Elysee at the 
head of 50,000 men if M. Ferry is elected Presi- 
dent and prevent him from entering.

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HENRY OVERSTOLZ. 


DEATH OF THE EX-MAYOR AT AN EARLY 
HOUR THIS MORNING. ; 


His Long Combat With Disease—Hig Last 
Words a Good-Byeto a Faithful Servant 
—Seene at the Veath-Bed—His Fam 
Preparations for the Funeral — The 
Grave at Bellefontaine—Sketoh of His 
Life. 


Henry Overstolz, ex-Mayor of St. Louis and 
President of the defunct Fifth National Bank, 
died this morning at his residence, 439 Wash- 
ington avenue, at 6:30 o’clock. Though Mr. 
Overstolz had been Ill for a long time, and 
his disease had made such progress that his 
physician had abandoned all hope of his 
recovery, the death was, in a measure, unex- 
pected. Mr. Overstolz left St. Louis in tne 
lattor part ot May and traveled by easy stages 
to New York, hoping to dnd abroad the relief 
he could not obtain at home. His ailment, an 
affection of the heart, had progressed so far 
he could not move about without assistance, 
andall his movements were very slow and 
labored. He was easily tired, and trav- 
eling was a great tax on his energies. 
The symptoms of the disease first developed 
during his second term as Mayor, when he 
was frequently compelled to give up muniei- 
pal work. After the expiration of his term of 
office his condition became worse, with some 
slight intermittent periods of improvement. 
He was frequently compelled to leave the Fifth 
National Bank and return to his home. 


He salied from New York on June 22, and went 
immediately to Bonn, Germany, where he 
remained until the latter part of August. 
HIS CONDITION DID NOT IMPROVE, 

and he decided to return home. He arrived in 
St. Louis September 12, so reduced in strength 
that he could not walk even with assistance. 
He was carried from the car to his carriage and 
from the carriage to his bed at ome. 
He had been plaeed in charge of the estate of 
Louis Espenschied but was unable to transact 
any business connected with it. His original 
trouble was 12 with kidney and liver 
difficulties and dropsy. Dropsical symptoms 
about his head disappeared a few ~~ ago but 
this fact afforded no ground for the hope that 
his shattered constitution would be enabled to 
recuperate. He was constant attended 
since his return to the city by G. E. Green, a 
male nurse, who was with him this morning. 

Day before yesterday his condition grew 
worse. He seemed to fail more perceptibly 
and suffered more pers. He was constantly 
watched, andall his symptoms noted care- 
fully. At6:15 o’clock this morning Lizzie 
Fritsch, the housekeeper, entered the roem 
where Mr. Overstolz was lying and inquired 
how he felt. Hereplied in German that he 
was feeling very well. She feit his palse. It 
was strong and his hand seemed quite warm. 
**You’re better than you have been fora long 
time,’’ she said to him. 

‘*Yes, Lizzie, I am better. Good-bye, LIs- 
zie, good-bye’” He shook her band slightly, 
and she left the room to look after the chil- 


aren. 
THE LAST MOMENT. 

G. E. Green, the nurse, approached the bed, 
and noticed that his charge was sinking. He 
called the family and hardly had the wife, 
children, brother and servants gathered about 
the bed, when with a heaving of his shoulders 
Henry Overstolz breathed his last 
gasp.

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Henry Overstoiz was born in Munster, 
Wesphalia, Prussia, July 4, 1822. He was bap- 
tized Henry Clemens Overstolz, but never 
used the middie name. In 1836 he came to 
America with his father and mother, who set- 
tled in St. Clair County, Illinis. He came to 8t. 
Louis in 1846, and the following year opened a 
general merchandise store. o success 
was he that after five years tn this business he 
sold the store and interested himself in saw- 
mills, continuing asthe proprietor of several 
mills until 1867,when he retired from business. 
He had in 1860 11 ated in the o ization 
of the Tenth Ward Saving Institution (later 
the Fifth National). He was a direct descend- 
ant of the oldest patrician family of Oologne, 
a connection of which he was very proud. He 
was in 1849 elected to the City Council, where 
he remained until 1858, when be was elected 
Comptroller. He was the first German elected 
to office in 8t. Louis, and after serving two 
terms as Comptroiler was beaten inthe third 
canvass by the Know-Nothing party. was 

o the first German ever eiected to a State 
Office in Missouri, being elected in 1856 a mem 
ber of the Board of Public Works. He was 
President of the Oity Council 1871-78, and in 
1875 was nominated for the Mayoralty, but was 
defeated by Mayor Barrett, who died «a 
few months after inauguration. Another

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HE NEVER “SPOKE. 
HENRY OVERSTOLZ’S DEATH LEAVES THE 
BANK MYSTERY UNSOLVED. 


He Did Not Know the Condition of the 
_ Fifth National to the Hour of His Dis- 
solution—His Estate to Be Held Liable— 
The Suit Against the Directors—RB. H. 
Kern Made Trustee of the Goldsmith 


Property. 


The death of Henry Overstolz, President of | 
the defunct Fifth National Bank, was known to 


the Receiver early to-day. It did not affect him 
particularly as Receiver,bowever he may have 
feltitpersonally. The death, he stated, would 
not in any way affect the bank or the bank’s 
assets or prospects of realizing. Any suit that 
would have been brought against Mr.Overstolz 
Will now be brought against the executor of 
his estate. There can be little doubt of Mr. 
Overstoiz’s responsibility for the damage 
done the stockholders and depositors. In 
common withthe other Directors Mr. Over- 
stolz sworeto ‘‘diligent and bonestly“ ad- 
minister the bank’s affairs. If Mr. Overstolz 
administered the bank’s affairs diligently he 
must have known of the reckless way in which 
the bank’s money was handled, if he did not 
know this he was liable for lack 
of diligence and his estate will be 
held liable. There was no evidence before 
the Grand-jury which investigated the mat- 
ter on which a criminal prosecution could be 
hung. A civil suit will lie however against 
THE OVERSTOLZ ESTATE. 

The estate may not be very rich but it will 
doubtiess realize a good sum. Mr. Overstolz 
was owner of the building on Broadway and 
Lucas avenue in which the bank was kept. 
The bank occupied the ground floor and 
basement of the building and paid 
$3,500 a year for this space—a heavy 


rent for a building in that location. Mr. Over- 
stolz said, not long ago, to an employe of 
the bank, that he would loan $50,000 of his own 
money to acertain concern without security. 
From this and other statements made by him 
the employes of the bank alwa — 42 — 
that Mr. Overstolz had a great deal of ready 
money or large negotiable assets. 
However, at the time of the fal- 
ure of the bank his account there 
was overdrawn $97.83. Most ofthe overdraft 
was made just prior to the failure. His ac- 
count was overdrawn only $80.87 on October 
24, and it was two weeks after thut the bank 
closed. Mr. Overstolz hai no heavy business 
interests, except those of the bank. He was 
resident Director of the Mutual Reserve Fund 
Life Association. 

Mr. Overstoiz made his money originally in 
lumber and sawdust, ag a member of the 
firm of Dryden, Wagner & Oo. 
He put his money intothe Tenth Ward Sav- 
ings Bank which he organized in 1860, the in- 
eorporators being Henry Overstoiz, homas 
L. Sturgeon, Philip Stremmel, Gus Hoffman, 
Thomas M. Speer, Joseph Stoltebenn, J. H. 
Marquard, Nich Hatchand N. F. W. Brent- 
zen. The bank was reorganized in 1881, and 
became the Fifth National Rank in 1883. 

KNEW NOTHING OF IT. 

President Overstolz it is belleved knew 
nothing about the failure ofthe bank. Since 
his return from Europe his mind has been 
clear only at intervals. The duration of these 
grew siorter during the last weeks of bis life. 
A few duys after the Fifth National closed its 
doors, Mrs. Overstolz endeavored to interest 
him in bank affairs to ascertain if 
be knew that the institution was not perfectly 
sound. He spoke of it as perfectly solvent. 
At another time it was resolved that he should 
be told, and a conversation between two mem- 
bers of the family was held at his bedsideabout 
the bunk. To this he paid no attention. About 
a week ago he said to his cousin, Herman 
Overstolz, who was employed as a clerk in the 
Fifth National, ‘‘Herman, how is the bank 
getting on?’’ 

It is closed, his cousin replied. Mr. 
Overstoiz did not seem to understand, 
and made no further inquiries. He 
He was watched, and at a moment when he 
seemed to be perfectly conscious he was told 
definitely that the bank had failed. The in- 
formation produced no impression upon him 
for the next moment it was apparent his mind 
was . or at least not clear. During 
the last week he was conscious only fora few 
moments atany time. He could not get out 
of bed even with assistance, and was soon 
tired if bolstered up in bed. At no time since 
the failure has be deen able to 
make a statement regarding the bank's affairs. 

SUIT AGAINST THE DIRECTORS. 

The attorneys for the Receiver of the Fifth 
National Bank have not as yet completed the 

reparation of the billto be filed against the 
— of the bank. The Receiver yesterday 
had a consultation with the District- Attorney 
in regard tothe matter. The suit will be filed 
very soon. It cannot come up for trial beiore 
March, however. 

The Receiver had a letter from Crecelius, the 
ex-Cashier, this morning. The letter con- 
tained a number of suggestions about the 
Management of certain affairs. The Receiver 
Will give them what attention they seem to 
deserve. Mr. Crecellus management of the 
bank heretofore bas not been marked by any 

reat dexree of success, and no one is likely 

repose much confidence in his judgment or 
capacity now.

CHICAGO, III., November 20.—The Anarchists 
of this city have prepared the following cir- 
cular for distribution among the workingmen 
here: 


FIGHT! 
MOTTO: 
RULERS WE DETEST, 
FREEDOM WE REQUEST, 
TO BE EQUALS WE ASPIRE. 
WE WILL WIN, OR WE'LL EXPIRE. 


In course of a conversation between John 
Swinton and Kari Marx, which took place 
shortly before the latter’s death, Swinton 
asked Marx: ‘‘What will the future bring?’’ 
Short, but meaning, was the answer the great 
thinker and avcial ige per ave—it was 
but one short word, yet a word expressing 
very much. The answer was: Fight. 

How clearly Marx could look into the 
future? Yes, fight and struggle. Even if 
there are some optimists in our ranks, the ma- 
ority of our comrades are convinced that 
t willtake hard aghting to guln the great 
final aim which the thinking proletariat of all 
countries with untiring fervor is now strug- 

ling toreach. The picket skirmishing which 
fas been done during the last few years in 
Europe as well asin America inthe war for 
the erection and institution ofa free society, 
proves there is no use in talking about a 
peaceable solution of this question. 

How brutally without consideration; yes, 
barbariously, especialiy here in America, the 
moneyed ruling class faces all those who, with 
pity for the fellowmen and the courage of their 
convictions, express their feelings and 
thoughts in words and writing, Was shown by 
the terrible Chicago tragedy which ended on 
November ll, 1887. Eight of the best and 
noblest pioneers of the workingmen were 
—- —five were killed and three disa- 

led. 

Venily, such brutal class law as was shown in 
this modern trial of heretics here in 1 * 
cannot again be found in the history ot the 
world.

Whoever 
has beard the people wall in the present distress 
and desperation, whose heart is not withered 
in his bosom, ought to know that we need 
men who take part with enthusiasm and pas- 
sion in the fight of the working-class against 
the social evil. Whoever joins us must take all 
consequences upon himself and must be ready 
to sacrifice everything to the cause, even 
should it be his life. Life is not the highest of 
treasures. Finally, I want to*recall to the 
memory of our comrades the words of Sohil- 
ler: ‘When the enslaved nowhere finds his 
right, when the burden cannot be carried any 
longer, then he trustfully reaches up tothe 
stars and takes down the rights due hig and 
uses such means as are necessary. hen 
nothing else avails, the sword will help.’ 

THE ANARCHISTS AT WORK. 

Once an Anarchist, always an Anarchist, Is 
a proverb based upon facts, and if you know 
any man who once belonged to the followers 
of Most and does not belong to them now, go 
andfind him. Ido not think you will suc- 
ceed.’”’ The man who said this bas been em 
ployed for years to watch the Anarchist agita- 
tion, and has done more to enlighten the 
State’s Attorney during the Anarchist 
trial concerning Anarchists’ schemes, 
workings and agitation than any 
other man. Continuing, he said: 
„To prove this vou must observe the 
plan the Anarchists are working now. They 
no longer hold public meetings, but frequent 
the places in which the most ignorant of labor 
ing men congregate. They do not preach 
murder, arson or open rebellion, but at first 
win the sympathy of these men by treating 
them with beer in safficient quantities to make 
them pliable and fitto be used. They merely 
point out to them that men of their 
abiiities ought to hold higher osl- 
tions and receive a higher salary. 
By doing so they intend to create a dis- 
satisfaction among these men which will re- 
suit in their asking for more pay. When they 
do this they will first ask the advice of the An- 
archist, and that maniac will surely tell them 
to ask for such high wages that the employer 
will be obliged to refuse what they ask. A 
strike is then sure to follow, and a large num- 
ber of men will be without employment. The 
consequence of this idleness of one class of 
workingmen will affect others, and this again 
will cause such a dullness of business that 
hard times must follow. 

The tiger Is never so dangerous as when he 
is hungry, and that is the time the Anarchists 
are waiting for. As soon as the victims of the 
Anarchists become sufliciently hungry, then 
acureful agitation will make them raving 
maniucs, too, and the time is ripe when the 
Anarchist will take the upper hand.

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THE HADDOCE CASE. 


Strenuous Efforts of the Defense to Prove 
an Alibi. 


Sroux Crrr,Io., November 29.—Ths morn- 
ing session of the court was occupied by the 
defense in the Haddock murder case, with the 
examination of witnesses to establish an alibi. 
The witnesses contradicted each other almost 
as much as they contradicted the State’s wit - 
nesses.

GRANTED A NEW TRIAL. 


The Decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Sharp Case. 


Nzw Yor«, November 29.—The Court of Ap- 
peals has reversed the decisionin the Sharp 
case and ordered a new trial. When the news 
of the Sharp decision reached the County 
Court-house it created considerable stir 
among the lawyers present in the numerous 
courts. The general opinion seemed to be one 
ot approval. Mr. Clark, law partner of Con- 
gressman Bourke Cochrane, who argued the 
case on appeal, on receiving the news at 
once started for Ludlow Street Jail to 
convey the glad tidings to Jacob Sharp. He 
first saw Mrs. Sharp. Shecried with joy, and 
said she had heard so many rumors that she 
found it difficultto believe. She then broke 
the news to her husband. He manifested no 
emotion whatever, and seemed even to take 
but little interest in the matter. Since his 
conviction he has fallen into a moody, stolid 
state of indifference to all outward things from 
which it seems impossible to arouse him. Mr. 
Clark said that when Mr. Cochrane returns 
from Albany to-night there will be a consulta- 
tion about applying for Sharp’s admission to 
ball. A motion to that eftect, he said, will 
probably be made to-morrow. 

There were two decisions rendered in the 
Sbarp case—one by Judge Danforth and one 
by Judge Peckham—and the court concurred 
in both. 


The Decision. 


ALBANY, N. T., November 29.—The Court of 
Appeals handed down its decision in the Jacob 
Sharp cas6 this morning. It reverses the 
decision of the lower court and orders anew 


trial. The decision says: ‘‘During the trial 
exceptions were taken in behalf of the 
defendant to several decisions of 

court, in admitting against his objection cer- 
tain items of testimony which is conceded were 
material, and without which it is claimed, by 
the appellant, a conviction could aot or might 
not have been obtained. 

1. Among others the counsel for the prose- 
cution proved that the defendant was ex- 
amined as a witness before a committee 
of the Senate of this State appointed 
to investigate among other things 
the methods of the Broadway Railway Com- 
pany in obtaining such consent, and also the 
action in respect thereto of the Board of 
Aldermen o said city, which granted, 
or of any member thereof who voted 
for the same, and that he, upon 
that occasion, gave testimony which 
th learned counsel for the prosecution 
claimed to be ſrrefutable evidence of his par- 
ticipation and complicity in the commission of 
the crime. This testimony the prosecution 
offered in evidence. Its admission on the 
trial was objected to onthe ground that it 
was given under privileged circumstances; 
thatthe defendant was compelled to attend 
and testify and that evidence thus elicited was 
not competent. ‘‘Upon the trial of a person 
where the subject under inquiry is that about 
which he was then interrogated.’’ The court 
decides that the admission of this testimony 
was contrary to section 79 of the Penal Code, 
and was therefore an error. 

The admission of the Pottle testimony was 
also held to have been an error. Another 
error was found in the examina- 
tion of the witness, ex-Alderman Miller. 
The court also holds that an error was com- 
mitted in admitting the evidence of detectives 
regarding the absence from the State of Mo- 
loney & Co., and their presence in Canada. 

The admission of Phelps’ testimony is also 
pronounced an error.

The Defendant Testifies and Denies the 
Charge Against Him. 


NEw YORK, November 29.—When the trial of 
Johann Most was resumed this morning the 
defendant was called to the witness stand to 
testify in his oon behalf. He denied that he 
threatened the executioner of the Anarchists 
in Chicago or any one else. The meeting at 
Kraemer’s Hall, at which the alleged seditious 
speech was made was, he said, a public one. 
Mr. Schultze was the chairman and not 
Schenck, as the police testified. He addressed 
his hearers, he said, as ‘‘fellow-citizens,’’ 
and not as ‘* Anarchists.’’ He then 
went on to give his version of the 
speech he made. It lacked the threats 


and violent language he is charged with 
having uttered. ‘‘On the cry of ‘revenge,’ 
being uttered in the audience, he went on, 
**I said: ‘Not now. The capitalists are arrayed 
against us. We are here to accuse and I 
accuse Grinnell, Gary and the jndges of the 
murder.’’ He had described Powderly as an 
instrumentin the execution by not taking 
sides with the condemned men. He was not 
sure that he said he would give ten years of 
his lite to know the hangman and that he 
would strangle him. He had never said that 
for every man Killed in Chicago 500 would be 
slaughtered. 

Most said he wasa Communistic Anarchist. 
We do not fight against aay particular Gov- 
ernment,’’ said Most; ‘‘we do not especially 
fight the Government of the United States; we 
are opposed to Government, as we think that 
the power held by the Government should be

HOW THE GARRISON BROTHERS CROSSED 
THE DARK RIVER TOGETHER ° 


Farther Particulars of Their Horrible Death 
in a Mine—A Broken Brake Sends Them 
Into Eternity—A Fréightful Fall—Public 
Funeral Services To-Morrow at 2 p. m.— 
Sketch of the Lives of the Deceased. 


The announcement in the Post-DIsPaTcou 
last evening of the sudden death which over- 
took Messrs. OC. R. and ©. K. Garrison, sons 
of D. R. Garrison, carried sorrow to 
many people. Both the gentiemen 
had a large circie of friends who were im- 
measurabiy shocked by the startling news. 
The accident which caused their death was 
occasioned by the snapping of the brake, which 
regulated the descent of the tub 
in which the two were going down into their 
mine at Webb City, near Carthage, Mo. The 
miners had reported the discovery of 
a - good lead of ore, and it was 
to ascertain the correctness of the report that 
the Garrisons went down. Going into the 
mine was always unpleasant to O. R. 
Garrison. Only on his last visit 
to the city be had spoken of his 
aversion to making descents, and told how:rhe 
bad been frightened on reaching the bottom 
of the pump shaft the other day by 
having a fuse thrown at his feet 
by a joking miner. Yesterday he 
objected to going down, but his brother, 


O. K., ridiculed his fears and at last he al- 
lowed himself to be ge re They were 
the only ones in the tub, which was operated 
in lifting by a horse, butin letting down per- 
sons was worked by a man. The velocity 
of descent was governed with aknuckle like 
that on a street-car brake, which prevents the 
brake from flying back after being set, As 
the car increased its velocity the man at the top 
applied the knuckle.

and down shot the car. The rope unrolled 
with frightful rapidity and then stopped. The 
man at the top knew it was all over. They 
had fallen 750 feet and nothing could 
save them. He gave the alarm, and 
several went down for them and found them. 
C. R. was dead and C. K. only breathed once 
or twice. The former had a fearful gash in 
his head and an arm was broken. The latter 
had an ankle and arm broken, but internal 
injuries caused his death,

Her Majesty drove the nine miles 
to Ballater in an open carriage, with four 
horses. Princesses Frederica and Beatrice and 
Lady Ely were with her. There wasa great 
crowd of Aberdonians at Ferry Hill. When 
the Lord Provost read the message of congrat- 
ulation on the birth of the Scotch Princess 
the Queen only bowed in acknowledgment of 
this manifestation of loyalty. The train stopped 
at Perth an hour, and the royal party dined 
in the committee-room, which was elaborately 
decorated with fowers. The royal train sub- 
sequently stopped at Larbert and came south 


Windsor at 9 o’clook Saturday morning. The 
Battenburg infants and their nurses occupied 
a dcuble salon behind those in which the 
Queen traveled. There is no truth in the sen- 
sational announcement thata special service 
of Queen’s messengers has been arranged be- 
tween Windsor and San Remo, nor is anything 
of the kind in contemplation. The Queen re“ 
ceives two telegrams every day from the 
Crown Prince and frequent letters. I under- 
stand that Her Majesty intends to go tothe 
Continent the end of March in order to pass 
some weeks with her elder daughter and see 
her husband.

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CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY: 


Marcellus Brown and PF. P. Heinen Answer 
Charges Before Judge Noonan. 


The case of conspiracy against Marcellus 
Brown and P. P. Heinen went to trial before a 
| jury in the Court of Criminal Correotion yes- 
_terday afternoon. This is a case in which the 

defendents were charged with conspiraéy to 
move and maintain a suit against Jacob Treft 
of No. 2026 South Second street. The com- 
plaint sets forth Brown, as attorney for 


Heinen, moved and maintained three ~ oe 
suits against Treft for the same bill, for 
the purpose of compelling him to 
pay money to compromise the suits. 
Brown, it alleges, brought suits against 
Treft in January, April and July, 
before Justice Long and Justice Jerry Keane 
of East St. Louis, well Knowing that said 
Justices had no jurisdiction to try or deter - 
mine the suite, as neither Treft nor Heinen 
were residents of East St. Louis, both being 
residents of St. Louis. 

Trott testified that he was a railroad switch- 
man, and that he contracted a bill of $55 with 
Heinen, who is agrocer. The strike in the 
spring of last year had thrown the witness out 
of work, and as he was in it and had been 
blacklisted by the railroad companies he 
found it necessary to assume another name to 
| obtais employment. He took the name of 

Jacob Moore and worked onder it. After he 
got work he paid Heinen $14 on the bill, but 
still owed him $41, when Heinen turned it 
over to Brown for collection. Since then 
Brown had been annoying and harrassing him. 
He had obtained judgment against him and 
then brought three garnishee suits against his 
wages. Two of the suits sere brought in East 
St. Louis and his employers were cited to ap- 
pear over there. This annoyance to his em- 
ployers cost him two positions. Alex, Flan- 
_nigan of East St. Louis figured with Marcellus 
Brown in the suits over there. The testimony 
as to Flannigan was knocked out, he not being 
mentioned asa party to the case. Treft made 
no denial of owing the bill. 

Adiel Sherwood of the Law Department of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Road testified to 
answering for the company a garnishee suit 
brought in East St. Louis agaiust the wages of 
Treft, who was in the company’s employ there 
asa switchman under the name of Moore. 
Margellus Brown bad figured in a number of 
such garnishee suits brouxht to secure the 
Since the 
| first of the year Brown had figured in probably 
| fifteen such suits in which the company was 
speryed. The witness could not state the exact 
epee, eee there were a good many. 

W. G. HIM, chief clerk of the law depart- 
| ment ofthe Iron Mountain and Missouri Pa- 

cific roads, testified to that company also 
| being served to appear in a garnishee suit 
| against Treft’s or Moore's Wages. The suit 
| was brought in East St. Louis. Since the first 
ofthe year Brown bad probably figured in 
some thirty garnishee proceedings brought 
against salaries ot employes of the road, but 
he did not know the exact number. 

Robt. W. Goode, the special attorneyfor the 
State, endeavored to prove by both Mr. Sher- 
wood and Mr. Hill that Alex. Flannigan of Bast 
St. Louis usually sapere in these suite with 
Brown, but was not permitted to do 805% as 
Flannigan’s name was not mentioned in the 
complaint. 

This closed the testimony forthe State, and 
the attorney for the defendants, Mr. bass, 
wanted to file a motion to dismiss on 

round that no case had been made out. Judge 

‘oonan said he would consider the motion as 
filled and would over-rule it. 

P. P. Heinen was then placed on the stand. 
He stated that Treft owed him a bill and had 
paid him something on it, but became very slow 
about paying balance, and he turned it Over to 
Brown for obllection. The latter had brought 
suit on it, he believed, and it was with his 
counsel, hen the witness sold the ¢élaim 
after judgement had been obtained, and with 
the garnishee suits in East st. Louis he had 
nothing to do. 

At the conclusion of his testimony the case 
was laid over until noon to-day, when it will 
be concladed. 

When the case came up at noon Mr. Goode, 
the Acting Prosecuting Attorney in the vase, 
asked leave to amend the information as to 
include Alex Flannigen of East St. Louis 
among the deiendants. The jury was with- 
drawn and the matter argued, but the Court 
refused to allow the amending of the informa- 
tion. Mr. Goode said it would be useless to 
endeavor to show the conspiracy without

WASHINGTON, D. O., November W. -The 
Democratic caucus will be held on Satur- 
day night. There is not much indica 
tion that the ecauous is only five days 
off from the number of Congressmen in 
town. These here are more disturbed over 
their places on the committees than over the 
contest for the offices. Out of the üfty-eight 


committees of the last House the chairmen of 


only twenty have been returned. Six com- 
mittees willbe abolished by the new House, 
because their usefulness has expired. Speaker 
Carlisle, therefore, will have to provide thirty- 
two new chairmen, taking it for granted that 


the twenty chairmen who have been re- elected 


desire to hold over. Of the most prominent 
committees whose chairmen will sit in the 
next House these may be cited:

The most important committees whose heads 
are missing are: Ways and Means, for which 
Milis of Texas, seems to have tne inside track; 
the Judiciary; Commerce, whose old Chair- 
man, Judge Reagan, has gone to the other 
side of the Capitol; Rivers and Harbors, Mill- 
tary Affairs, Naval Affaire, Post-offices and 
Post-roads, Public Lands, Indian Affairs and 
Pacific Railroads. For the Ways and Means 
and Judiciary Committees, there are about 
one hundred applicants, including many from 
new members, who jaever have been inside of 
the Capitol. 

VACANCIES TO FILL. 

The Speaker will be compelled to revise his 
entire list. There are so many vacancies to 
be filled by fresh biood that bis task in making 
up the committees for the Fiftieth Congress 
will be even more arduous than forming those 
for the last. He cannot take the rankinu 
member of a committee and prowote him to 
the Chairmanship, for if he did, Alabama 
would hold the Chairmanship of Military Af- 
fairs, Naval Affairs, Pensions, Expenditures 
of the War Department, and Expenditures of 
the Vost-ofillee Department, for by a single 
shake of the political dice it happens that 
representatives from that State are next in 
rotation on the committees named. Judge 
Culberson of Texas is believed to stand the 
best chance for the Chairmanship of the 
Judiciary Committee, with Mr. Seney of Ohio 
second. 

NEW YORK’S SHARD. 

There is much speculation as to the manner 
in which New York wiil come out in the ap- 
portionment of Chairmanships, The Empire 
State has but three chairmén in the existing 
Congrers—Mr. Relmont on Foreign Affairs, 
Nick Muller on Military and J. Spriggs on Ac- 
counts. Mr. Belmont is not likely to be dis- 
turbed. Messrs. Sprigus and Muller are notin 
the new House. The Speaker is said to be 
somewhat perplexed as to the best way of dis- 
posing of Sunset Cox. Mr. Cox is one of the 
oldest, ablest and most experienced members 
of the House. He probably knows more 
about tariff and finance an international 
law than any other man in the House: He has 


been Chairman of the Committee of Ways and 


Means, speaker protem twice and candidate 
for speaker several times, yet the best that 
can be done for him at present is to make him 
chairman of the Library Committee, where 
his literary tastes will be given their fullest 
scope. Some of Mr. Cog’siriends had hoped 
that the speaker weuld tendor him the compli- 
mento fCUhdairman of Ways and sans, wut 
there is as much chance of that event hap- 
peuing as of Mr. Carlisle's expressing him- 
delt in favor of protection to home industries.

From a vocal standpoint it was more en- 
oyabie in every wav. William Ludwig's artistic 
aud admirable rendering of the role of Vindex 
is already known to the &t. Louis public. His 
hymeneal song was 2 gem. Mies 
Emma Juch gave a charming interpretation 
of Chrysa, full of vocal sweetness and attract- 
ive personality. Mise Bertha Pierson was ad- 
mirable as Toppoa, 8 vocal and 
dramatie strength. s Clara Poole’s 
Epicharis was an excellent effort, and Miss 
Helen Ludington took the part of * 
capably. Praise is due William Merton, Geo.

As for the production it can only be said 
that it lacked the massivéness of that of last 
year and yet it wae entirely adequate and fine. 
The reduction in the number of in- 
struments in the orchestra did not 
impair the ensemble in the slightest 
degree, but rather aided it, giving the per- 
formance a better balance. The stage did not 
have the crowded masses nor was the chorus 
quite so ringing and powerful, but the scenery 
and costumes Were beautifuland the mise en 
scene artistic and superb. The balléte in the 
first and second acta also were without the 
grand effect of the large numbers of last 
season, but the scenes were handsome and the 
dancing of Cammatfano and Amélia Franchi 
was graceful and skilful.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


TURBULENT SCENES IN THE KUPKE 
HOUSEHOLD DESORIBED TO-DAY. 


The Winding-Up Process of the Divorce 
Mill for the Term—A Husband’s Denial 
—An Assignment for Crediters—Claim 
ef an Ex-Police Officer—An Attorney’s 
Judgment Against an Attorney—Judge 
Seddon’s Decisions—Various Matters in 


Litigation. 


Judge Barolay heard to day the contested 
divorce case of Augusta Kupke against Henry 
G. Kupke. They were married at Posen, Ger- 
many, in October, 1867. Mrs. Kupke alleges 
that her husband treated her in a cruel 
and barbarous fashion, rendering her 
condition intolerable. Her lifo was frequently 
endangered by her husband’s violent conduct 
and he often struck her in the face, causing 
biack and blue marks over her eyes and 
cheeks. On the 4th of July, 1886, she alleges 
that he celebrated the anniversary by threat- 
ening to kill her, and taking up a bread-knife 
he chased her out the hopse. His 
treatment of the children was 
very cruel and they had to run to escape a 
beating for no cause whatever. Mrs. Kupke 
alleges that her husband insulted her dy ut- 
tering false charges at different times in the 
presence of others. She alleged that on many 
occasions it was necessary to seek the pro- 
tection of neighbors for shelter for the 
night when her husband’s violence became 
dangerous. She also stated that he failed 
to provide for her. There were five children 
by the union and the mother asked for their 
custody, togother with restoration of maidea 
name, Augusta Bruubart. 

The busband in his answer tells a different 
tale. e denied nearly every allégation made 
by his wife, and alleged that she tried at all 
times to poison the minds of tue 
children against him. He also allesed 
that she conspired with the policeto harass 
and and annoy him at different times, and 
more than once she bolted the doors of his 
own home against him. Heaccused her also 
of household negleot and declared that she re- 
fused to prepare his meals for him. In con- 
clusion the husband asked for a divorce and 
for the custody of the children. 


A Policeman’s Suit. 


Robt. B. Davis entered a suit to-day in the 
Cireuit Court against the city. He states that 
he entered the service of the city asa patrol- 
man on the l6th of April, 1867, and continued 


in that service regularly at Nö per month until 
the l4th of April, 1881. At that time he was 
transferred to duty at one of the stations as 
turnkey and he remained with the Police De- 
partment in that capacity until June of the 
present year. He claims that the city has not 
paid the full sum due in respect of his services 
— the latter period and he asks for judg- 
ment in the sum of $1,163.

ANOTHER BIG CHINESE SCHEME. 


An Fx-Ameri¢an Diplomat Returns With 
Valuabie Privileges and Franchises. 


CuicaGo, III., November 29.—Chester Hol- 
comb of Pekin, China, formerly of the Ameri- 
can Legation, is in the city. A morning paper 
publishes an interview with Mr. Hobomb in 
which it asserts that he is in league withheavy 
American capitalists in Chinese investments, 
and that he will obtain a charter on his return 
to China for the construction of a double track 
railway to run from some convenient point in 


Pekin to the iron and coal mountains that 
lie a little less than fifteen miles dis- 
tant. He will also receive imperial 
letters patent authorizing the Holcomb 
American Syndicate to open up coal and iron 
minesin said mountains, and to supply the 
Chinese generally with coal and iron; to con- 
struct water-works in Pekin, and to supply 
1,000,000 Pekinites with water; to construct 
sewers, Viaducts, bridges, ete. He says the 
—— question with Chins just now is the 

est method of developing her railread and 
mining systems. The Chinese Government 
realized the necessity forthe development of 
internal communication; but the delay was 
caused by ner inability to learn the best way to 
take hold of the business. There was nothin 
inthe concessions said to have been grantec 
Count Mitkiewicz. He hada memorandum 
drawn up by an underiing in some one of the 
Government offices, but this did not bind any- 
body. The two Chinamen Who returned with 
the so-called Count to the United States were 
not «officials and were brought over to carry 
out the Count’s deceptions. When the Chi- 
nese Government decided to build railroads 
and open up her mines, foreign enterprise 
would have to be secured. She had no skilled 
labor, but had iron and metals, but no facili- 
ties for working them. China was cautious 
and conservative, and while men of wealth 
and responsibility would be given every fa- 
Gility, adventurers would find anything but a 
welcome. 

Respecting Chinese immigration Mr. Hol- 
comb said that China was willing that Amer- 
ica should be careful about the class of emi- 
gration from her shores, but she still thought 
she was discriminated against unjustiy. In 
California the people thought that there 
should be a more rigid restriction law than the 

resent one. To a man who has never been 
in China all Chinamen look alike, and so it 
was thata Chinaman who had been in Americ 
would, on his return home, sell his certificat 
of American residence,and others would use it.

The man that does not carry a mb in his 
pocket is no man at all, and inside of a month 
or two we will blow up Grinnell and ——’’ 
At this point he was choked off and escorted 
to the police station. 

Justice White fined him $50 and put him 
under bonds to keep the peace. Wolf claimed 
be was drunk and did uot know what he was 
saying.

How the Calumet and Hecla wil 


Help Missouri Mines. 


The fires in the Calumet and Hecla Mines 
have had a most encouraging effect upon the 
copper mines of Missouri. For a year or two 
past the price of copper has been so low (9 


cents a pound) as to render impossible profit- 


able working of the copper deposits of this 
State, mine after mine was closed down, and 
there was no prospect of a revival. 

The fire which has stopped the Lake Superior 


works at once altered the conditions, and a re- 
newal of activity vas been manifested which 
ts expect to usher in a new era of pros. 
perity. The first indication has been the 
opening of the Ste. Genevieve copper works 
the oldest in the State, which have been closed 
down for more than three years. Mr. H. H. 
Combs of St. Louis bas secured s lease on the 
property, has put a large force of men at 
work, and the first shipment of ore, 
fifteen tons in amount, has n made 
to Belleville, where it will be 
smelted and refined. This shipment is of an 
experimental nature, as Mr. Combos may deem 
it vest to erect a new furnace at Ste. Geneveive 
and do the smelting and refining there. The 
old furnace is out of repair and will need ex- 
tensive repairs, but the present price of con- 
per, 4cents, with a prospect of & rise, win 
probably induce the building of a new furnace 
and the smelting of the ore near the mine. The 
Jalumet and Hecla mines, it is stated; wilh not 
be in a producing condition for a long time 
probably not for a year, as the underground 
workin are very extensive and the fires 
nearly impossible to reach. Even should the 
be extinguished in the immediate future iiw 
be many months before the mines 
can be worked, as the heat in e 
levels is intense, and the cooling proces 
will necessarily be exceedingly slow. lo 
as these great mines are idle the fleld is o 
to Missouri copper, and the output will in 
crease many hundred per cent within the ner 
few months, the St. Genevieve mines alone 
being able to produce many hundred tons a 
month. Altogether the outlook for the cop-. 
ermines in this State is better than it hag 
en for the last ten years.

A PRISON MYSTERY. 


The Strange Disappearance of a Convict a 
Auburn, N. . 


By Telegraph to the Post-DI6PaTcu. 

AUBURN, N. T., November 29.—-Ed ward 
Mauer, who deprived the Mo convicts in the 
prison of their extra dinner and the concert on 
Thanksgiving Day, by going into retirement 
in some secluded spot about the prison build- 
ing, has not yet been found. The guards, 
keepers and officials who have been obliged to 
do extra duty since Thanksgiving Day are a 
very cross setofmen. Mauer bas managed to 
conceal himself longer than any other stow- 
away in the history of the Auburn prison. He 


is about 22 years old, ana has served numer- 
ous terms in penal institutions. A quantity of 
bread was stolen from the prison store-room 
Sunday night, and Mauer is probably feasting 
upon it now. M upartment about the 

rison buildings has been carefully searched, 
but Mauer hge not yet been discovered. Mauer 
is’ an co ara thea iy convict, and has 
been In Auburn prison but eight months. He 
is a transfer from Sing Sing, and tle crime for 
which he is doing time here is an unimportant 
one. It is related that when in Sing Sing he 
ave the officiais there a pleasant time hunt- 
ng him when he succeeded once in stowing 
himself away. Toafellow-convict in 122 
here he related how he escaped from Black- 
well’s Island, where he has also done time, by 
dropping out of the squad of men with whom 
he was marching, eluding the guards and 
swimming ashore. He is conceded to be 
about the slickest stowaway with which the 
officials of the prison here ever had any ex- 
perience, and the question that now puzzles 
them is, Where is Mauer 

DISAPPEARED. 

It was found that he was missing Thanks- 
giving morning, just beforethe hour set for 
the religious services, and, as a resnit, the 
convicts did not hear the excellent sermon 
which Chaplain Searls had 1 tor the 
occasion and another thing the men in 
stripes did not hear that day was the concert 

under the direction of Miss Belle White a 
local musician. All these Thanksgiving 
treats, including an extra dinner, were post- 
poned until some future time. The nights 
since Mauer’s disappeurance have been cold, 
With a drizzling rain, and the unhappy guards 
who are obliged to patrol tie walls and keep a 
sharp lookout for wily Mauer, have cursed 
both him and their hard lot very often. 
Squads of men, headed by officers, have 
scoured all parte ofthe prison and have not 
found the least traceof the stowaway. His 
disappearance takes a more mysterious aspect 
as the days pass without his being brought to 
light, and the question,Has he escaped? is be- 
ginning to be considered by the prison om. 
ciais, though they do not concede it a possible 
thing that he could have gotten over the walls. 
One theory is that he has entered into a 
scheme with some fellow-convict by which one 
ofthem will be able to secure his freedom, 
This, however, is an utter Impossibility, 
as with the extra guards doing duty day and 
night, no one, no matter how crafty, could 
scale the walls without being winged by a bul- 
let from a guarda’srifie. Electric lights illumi- 
mates the prison enclosure so that all parts of 
the walis are revealed. Keeper Miller has gone 
on nightly excursions through the darkest and 
most gloomy portions of the prisonever since 
Mauer’s disappearance, but has not been re- 
warded bya sight of the man. Every spot 
heretofore utilized by a fractious convict to 
bother his keeper has been thoronghly over- 
hauled, but he has evidently found a new and 
more secure place in which to conceal his small 
17. The prison men are bound to dig him 
out it it takes all winter, and at the present 
writing it looks as though they had a good job 
on hand. He will probabiy be found concealed 
in some disused chimney, if hunger does not 
drive him out.
